Two Hundred Killed will 
Make Total, He Asserts.

CONSTANTINOPLE, March 6.— 
The Turkish Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. Safa Bey, today discussed 
the Marash tragedy and the Cilician 
situation with the Associated Press. 
He emphatically denied that there 
was an organized massacre of Arme- 
nians, but said that 100 or 200 non- 
combatants, Mussulmans as well as! 
Christians, had deen killed or 
wounded. 
The truth of the statement that 
there was no organized massacre is 
evident,” he continued, “as, after the 
definite eva@tation of Marash calm 
was re-established and the Armeni- 
ans there enjoy the protection of the 
very persons they attacked with such 


to Con- 


organized mas- 
sacre. The only purpose of the tribes 
which rushed to the assistance of 
Marash was to deliver their co-re- 
ligionists. The French and Armeni-| 
ans retired to the suburbs, and, 
having received reinforcements, re- 
sumed the bombardment of the city, 
which was two-thirds destroyed. 
Mussulman villages su ed o 
having co-operated with the defend- 
ers of Marash were surrounded by 


Armenians, who committed mas- 


sacres without sparing women and 
children. 

“Since these happenings the in- 
habitants of Marash have been sur- 
rounded and cut off from communi- 
cation and have suffered the terrors 
of starvation. 

ORDERS INVESTIGATION. 
It must be remembered that of 
the 20,000 Armenians in the Marash 
district more than half of them | 
evacuated with the French troops or 
left the city later. So, it is er- 
roneous to attribute the diminution 
of their number to the Turks, In 
order to bring the truth to light, the 
Ottoman government has asked that 
an investigation be made on the spot 
by a mixed commission. 

“If one were to believe the re- 
ports circulated by malevolent means 
in an effort to make Turkey odious 
in Europe and to influence the Peace 
Conference 20,000 Armenians were 
massacred in Anatolia. : 

“But there has been no offense 
against the Christian population in 
Asia Minor since the armistice ex- 
cept a collision in the region of 
Marash.” 


Safa Bey read from a mass of dis- 
patches as he discussed the Marash 
situation. He spoke several times 
with great bitterness of the refusal 
of the Allied censors to tell its side 
of the story in the Turkish press, 
while permitting the Armenian and 
Greek papers to make statements 
unchallenged. 

“The government has done its 
best to keep order,” he said, but it 
is a hopeless task when foreign 
troops penetrate far into our coun- 
try, as they have at Smyrna and 
Marash and antagonize the popula- 
tion and submit them to indignities. 
Free men will defend themselves 
under such conditions. 3

Circulation of Gold is Like Boast of 
Man Without Credit that He Pays 
Cash; Small Coins Dire Need. 


Last December there was no pa- 


per currency in circulation in Mex- 


icp, gold being the only medium of 
exchange in transactions amounting 
to 2 pesos or more. Within the past 
couple of years the mint in Mex- 
ico City has been coining gold in

DITING THE PRESIDENT. 

President Wilson persists in his re 
fusal to be edited, even to the extent of 
the insertion of marginal notes. He is 
demanding a_privilege that no other Prest- 
dent has enjoyed, that no trained newspa- 
per writer would dream of asking, and 
that is accorded only to those authors who 
pay for the publication of their works. The 
Constitution confers on Congress the right 
of editing peace treaties drafted by the 
Chief Executive. The present Congress has 
sought to exercise that right in relation to 
Article X;: but the President, in a recalci- 
trant mood, says that his copy must be 

| accepted without editing or not at all. 
Taft is not in sympathy with the Pres 
t. 
horting the people of the country to bring 
a pressure of public opinion to bear upon 
the Senate sufficient to secure a ratifica- 
tion of the peace treaty. When the cove- 
nant of the League of Nations was first pub- 
lished Mr. Taft said that it was not all he 
had hoped for, but it ‘was a great stride 
in the right direction. He toured the coun- 
try organizing opposition to the proposed 
amendments; but when they had once been 
beaten he advised a ratification of the 
treaty, accepting such reservations as were 

necessary to secure a two-thirds vote. 
Mr. Taft, however, is not aversé to editing 
the Pres t. As editorial corréspondent 
| of The Times, he never objects to the edit - 
ing of ‘bis own copy, especially when such 
editing takes only the form of inserting 
parenthetical reservations and footnotes ex- 
planatory of the text. Any newspaper man 
knows that 10 per cent. editing is not ex- 
 Cégsive; and Mr. Taft points out that, on

ECISIVE BATTLES. 

When Sir Edward Créasy wrote his 
noted work on the “Fifteen Decisive Bat- 
tles of the World” he selected one that had 
been fought on American soll. We wonder 
how many school children and ex-achool 
children who read the editorial page of The 
Times can name that battle, or even the 
war in which it occurred? 

Our first thoughts naturally turn to Get- 
tysburg, to Yorktown and to Bunker Hill. 
Those three seem to stand out against a 
background of less notable military achieve- 
ments. But none of them is considered as 


worthy a place among the fifteen decisive | 


battles and sieges of history. Viewed with 
an international eve it is possible that none 
of the three qualifies When Gettysbure 
was fought the southern forces were al- 
ready in de straits. They had won 
vietortes in the field, but the economic con- 
niet was telling against them, It was a 
forlorn hope; for the fate of the war had 
already been settled. 

Bunker Hill was a magnificent display of | 
courage on the part of the New England 
farmers; but the result was indécisive and 
the number of mén engaged wag too small 
to dignify it with the majesty of a décisive 
struggle. Yorktown recorded a verdict that 
had already been rendered. The defense 
of the colonies, coupled with aid from 
France, had already demonstrated that 
their subjugation by an empire 3000 miles 
away Was impossible. It hastened the end, 
but the decisive engagement had already 
been fought. 

In the eyes of Sir Edward Creasy the 
battle in America that gave a decisive im- 


iligation was that of Saratoga. If Bur 
goyne had succeeded in marching down the 
valley of the Hudson and joining forces 
with Howe the backbone of the colonial re- 
sistance would have been broken. 

British, French, Spanish, German and Aus- 
trian cabinets were watching the result of 
the expedition of Burgoyne. When it ended 
with the capture of the British forces Frad- 
erick the Great said that England's colo- 


and the diplomats in the French and Span- 


American historiang have probably not 
paid sufficient attention to the crucial point 
decided in that battle.. English historical 
writers have given to it a more just value. 
And it is interesting to know that Euro- 
pean writers commenting on the late war 
are pointing out that the fate of the Ger- 
man invations of France were forecast 
by the disaster that met the British and 
Indian forces under Burgoyne one hundred 
and forty years before.

fundamentally solvent, as its re- 
sources are immeasurably greater 
than its Habilities.

Ash Report on Food, Clothing, 
Shoes and Fuel 


Committee Reaches from City 

to Surrounding Towns.

The Federal Fair Price Commit- 
tee met with representatives of ita 
subcommittees from outlying towns 
and districts yesterday, and plans 
were laid for an investigation into 
the retail prices of a great variety 
of commodities, by means of a 
questionnaire, which will be distri- 
buted to retailers throughout the 


district over which the Fair Price 
Committee has jurisdiction. John 
G. Mott, chairmaſ of the Fair Price 
Committee, explained to the rep- 
resentatives of the subcommittees 
what had been done in regard to 
shoes and clothing, and explained 
the system which has been adopted 
by retailers of shoes and clothing 
of averaging the cost of old stock 
with the cost of new stock, bought 


at higher prices to arrive at a fair 
retail price. ‘ 


The questionnaire, which has been 
prepared for distribution in Los An- 
geles and nearby towns includes a 
wide variety of articles, such as 
men’s and women's clothing, dress 
goods, blankets, muslins, coal, b 
fruits and vegetables, staple ar- 
ticles of food, such as rice, sugar, 
tea, coffee, bacon, condensed milk, 
etc. These questionnaires will be sent 
to retail clothiers. dry goods deal- 
ers, food and fuel dealers, grocers, 
and shoe dealers. 

In wrder that there may be no 


‘| confusion in the matter of the prices, 


which the merchants are asked to 
supply, all questionnaires are to be 
filled out on March 19, showing the 
prices as of that date. The mer- 
chant will be asked to give the cost 
plus freight of the articles, which 
he sells at retail, the replacement 
cost plus freight, and his selling 
price. With this data before. the 
committee, it is said, that the margin 
of profit, which local merchants are 
making can be determined, and if 
in any case the margin. of, profit 
is too large, proper adjustment can 
be made. The questionnaires are 
to be returned to the Federal Fair 
Price Committee by March 23. 
About 1500 of these questionnaires 
will be sent to merchants doing 
business in Los Angeles, and sev- 
eral hundred will be distributed in 
nearby towns through the subcom.- 
mittees.
